Secretary of Agriculture Benson 
announced Aug. 13 a kind of sub­ 
sidy p lan for cotton starting after 
nex t Jan. 1. Last Ap ril he p ut sub­ 
sidy p ay ments in effect for wool 
and mohair, try ing to build up the 
industry . 
Still the subsidy vs. sup p orts bat­ 
tle roars on. Every now and then 
a m an like Sen. Eastland (D-Miss), 
himself a farm er, step s into the 
middle of the fray with an idea to 
deal with a p articular p roduct. 
Eastland cam e up this y ear with 
what he called a *« x >ld new p lan” 
for cotton. In essence it was to 
lower cotton sup p orts from 90 to 8 0 
p er cent of p arity , increase al- 
loted acreage fr:m 18 million to 23 
million acres and sell surp lus cob 
ton on the world m arket at going 
p rices. 
Eastland also is p ressing for 
legislation wtiich would raise the 
standard of cotton eligible for iAip r 
p orts. If accep ted, that would dis- 
ccurage p roduction of low grade 
cotton which makes up the bulk of 
the U. S. surp lus. 
Any such talk of p ushing U* S. 
surp lus cotton on the world m arket 
brings howls from inside the coun­ 
try as well as abroad. Tex tile firms 
fear imp orts of goods m ade from 
sveh low cost U. S. cotton. Some 
U. S. investment firms have mil­ 
lions tied up in foreign cotton with 
which it would comp ete. 
Secretary of Agriculture Bensc* 
left last Sunday for W estern Eu­ 
rop e to try to ex p lain the surp lus 
p rogram and p erhap s make some 
sales. 
The head of a U. S. farm dele­ 
gation which visited Russia said 
last week an active effort should 
be m ade to op en up the Soviet 
m arket. W. V* Lam bert, dean of 
agriculture at the University of 
Nebraska, told 
the 
Washington 
Press Club “ the tim e is rip e” far 
disp osing of the U. S. surp lus on a 
“huge” Soviet m arket.

On ly Half A Parity Ratio 
During July, th e agricultural parity ratio 
dropped to 84. Th is figure represents th e ratio 
of farm prices receiv ed to farm prices paid, on 
th e assumption th at perfect parity of 100 was 
attained during th e four years immediately 
preceding th e outbreak of World War I. 
At 8 4, th e farm parity ratio is lower th an it 
h as been at any time before th e outbreak of 
World War II — low enough to h av e prompted 
Secretary of Agriculture Benson to take not o f 
it in h is latest public address and to promise 
a h gh er lev el of farm prices. During and after 
World War II, th e ratio was in th e farmers' 
fav or and continued to be so until th e Korean 
War ended; it soared to 115 in 1947. 
Th ere nev er h as been a parity ratio for indus­ 
trial workers, unfortunately. 
If such a ratio 
could be establish ed, it would sh ow th e relation­ 
sh ip between wages receiv ed to prices paid. 
Th e cost of liv ing index reflects prices paid. 
Since th e period from 1947 to 1949 h as been 
used as th e base of 100 for th e cost of liv ing 
index and av erage weekly earnings in manufac. 
turing during 1947-1949 were about $53, a com­ 
parison migh t be made between th ose earnings 
and present earnings in manufacturing to sh ow 
wh ere wage earners were in 1947-1949—a ra­ 
tio of 53. 
Th e July wekly earning figure th is year wa i 
a little more th an $75 on a national av erage. 
Th e cost of liv ing index was a little more tha n 
114. Th is is a ratio of 65. In 1947-1949, th e same 
ratio was 53. Th ere h as been a net improv e­ 
ment of 12 points in th e ratio for manufactur­ 
ing employes wh ile th ere h as been a net de­ 
terioration of 24 points in th e ratio for farmers 
during th e same period. 
Th at is th e nub of th e farm problem in 1955 
— h ow to keep th e farm population from'being 
forced toward th e sidelines in th e relentless 
competition for an ev er4arger sh are of son- 
lumers* dollars. 


Anyone Have An Idea? 
Th e collapse of Oh io’s axle-tax and th e 
h alf billion dollar h igh way program it was go­ 
ing to pay for is in sigh t. 
Th e Oh io Supreme Court ruling th at th e tax 
could not be collected from Mich igan truckers 
because of a reciprocity agreement h as been 
taken at its face v alue by sev en oth er states 
th at also h av e reciprocity agreements with 
Ohto . Among th ese are key states like Illinois 
Indiana, Iowa and Wisconsin. 
If th ey, too, refuse to pay Oh io's axle-mile 
tax, or stop its collection by abandoning th eir 
reciprocity agréments with Oh io, th e tax is a 
dead duck. Th e trucking industry, wh ich nev er 
wanted to pay it In th e first place, will h av e 
won th e figh t to get rid of it. 
But it will not be a migh ty v ictory if Oh io’s 
h igh way improv ement program is scuttled. Un­ 
less someone jumps up with a better idea 
th an th e axle-mile tax and th e gov ernor gets 
th e Oh io Assembly into a special session to 
adopt th e idea as state policy instantly Oh io’s 
road-improv ement program will die on th e 
v ine. Th e only major improv ement will be th e 
priv ately financed Oh io Turnpike, wh ich truck­ 
ers will h elp to pay fcr with th e eq uiv alent 
of an axle-mile tax. 
Fortunately, only a fraction of th e bonds 
th at could h av e been issued under th e h alf 
bü liq n program h av e been issued—about 80 
million dollars’ worth . Until th e wh erewith al 
to pay for th e rest is in sigh t, th e program will 
mark time. Th at may be forev er. Th e people 
wh o h av e scuttled th e axle-mile tax h av e made 
it plain th ey h av e th e resources to block th is 
new principle of taxation for road improv ement 
according to weigh t carried and distance trav el­ 
ed. 


On e To Remember 
Th e way temperature and h umidity h av e been 
dallying th is summer, it is no wonder th ere h as 
been a deafening silence about “h ot summers 
we used to h av e.” 
Th ose o £ us wh o h av e been fortunate enough 
to surv iv e th e 1955 adv ertisy of h eat and h umid­ 
ity, can boast in years to come about th e “h ot 
summers we used to h av e.” 
“ Ho nest sweat” is used with apologies to 
th ose a rbiters o f decorum 
wh o proclaim: 
“Women glow, men perspire, and only h orses 
sweat.” But such a definition is little solace 
to a h uman wh o h as moisture dripping from 
cose chic, ea r lo bes a nd fig nertjpa . 
Inceed, there ha v e been da y s when it wo uld 
ha v e ta ken a So lo mo n to determine whether o r 
no t it wa s “ ho nest swea t” Fo r is It no t true 
tha t bo th the sa fecra cker a nd the sa fema ker 
swea t? It is mo re co mplica ted th an it wa s 
when Henry Wa dswo rth Lo ng fello w hi “ The 
Villa g e Bla eksmtih” wro te: 
* His bro w is wet with ho nest swea t, 
“ He ea rns wha te’er he ca n, 
“And looks the who le wo rld in the fa ce, 
•Fo r he o we« no t a ny men.* * 


Mig h ter Than A-Bomb

Th eme’s a big game going on in 
th e world between th e East and 
th e West. Some call it th e “cold 
war,” Some call it “peaceful co­ 
exist e n c e.” 
Oth ers call it 
“T h e Gene­ 
v a E r a of 
G o o d Feel­ 
ing.” 
T h e o dd 
part of it all 
is th at v 
e r y 
f e w persons, 
except 
th ose 
wh o are on th e 
La wrence 
i n s i d e of 
gov ernments, know really wh at’s 
going on and wh at th e v arious 
mov es portend. 
Th us, some observ ers are con­ 
v inced th ere’ll be no war and th at 
“an atomic stalemate” is in prog­ 
ress. Oth er Observ ers argue th at, 
because* war can be more h orrible 
th an ev er before, th ere is no alter­ 
nativ e now except to negotiate and 
bargain and reach some a g r e e - 
ment with gangster gov ernments 
wh ose word h as repeatedly been 
prov ed worth less, no matter wh at 
th e pledges. 
Th e big story of th e age is not 
th e stalemate but th e ferment be­ 
h ind th e stalemate. Th e big discov ­ 
ery is th at peoples are slowly but 
surely becoming aware th at th ey 
can control th eir own destiny. 
Once upon a time President Wood­ 
row Wilson described th e gradual 
workings of a people’s will by th e 
ph rase — “moral suasion.” 


PRESIDENT EISENHOWER a 
couple of weeks ago in h is speech 
to th e American Bar Association at 
Ph iladelph ia, h ad th e same th ing 
in mind wh en h e referred to 
“peaceful ch ange.” He said: 
“We must not th ink of peace as a 
static condition in work! affairs. 
Th at is not true peace, nor in fact 
can any kind of a peace be pre­ 
serv ed th at way. Ch ange is a law 
of life, and unless th ere is peace­ 
ful ch ange, th ere is bound to be 
v iolent ch ange.” 
Th is is th e statement of a great 
truth . Th ough obv ious, it is often 
ov erlooked. Th ere is a tendency 
by th e skeptics to demand simpli­ 
fied solutions. Th us, persons go to 
Sov iet Russia and come back say­ 
ing th ey didn’t see any signs of un­ 
rest or possible rev olution. 
Th ese th ings of course, are nev er 
uncov ered to th e naked eye. Th ey 
exist in th e h earts and minds of 
silent millions wh o at th e oppor­ 
tune moment follow th e leadersh ip 
of a h andful of courageous men. 
Th e greatest fear of th e men in 
th e Kremlin today is of rev olution 
in th eir m idst If th ey h esitate to 
go to war now, it’s because th e Red 
Army would reflect th e rebellious 
fellings of th e wh ole population, 
and a few army leaders could 
ch ange th e entire picture in a few 
h ours. 


THE SAME THING is true in 
any dictatorsh ip country. Peron’s 
troubles in Argentina aren’t aca­ 
demic. Th ey are due to a ferment 
inside h is country. It’s a kind of 
“peaceful ch ange,” and it is con­ 
stant and unrelenting in pressure. 
Unfortunately, too many observ ­ 


ers don't understand moral force. 
l*iey reckon always in military 
terms. Th e presence of a h uge m it 
itary force in th e West, and es­ 
pecially America’s air power, is a 
big influence in prev enting war, 
but th e biggest is th e unwillingness 
of th e Russian people to be sacri­ 
ficed. 
Th e greatest danger is th at war 
will come anyway because th e So­ 
v iet rulers may take a ch ance and 
mistakenly believ e th ey can h old 
th eir people togeth er with 
an 
aroused patriotism. But an unpopu­ 
lar gov ernment in 1917 in S t Pe­ 
tersburg didn’t keep th e Russian 
armies wh o were figh ting th e en­ 
emy from making a separate 
peace with th e enemy. 
Th e policy of th e United States 
today under President Eisenh ower 
and Secretary Dulles is th e most 
constructiv e th is country h as ev er 
adopted. It calls not for th e use of 
ph ysical force — in fact, ev ery 
effort is made to renounce or out­ 
law force except in case of attack 
—but for th e exertion of m o r a l 
force. 
••• 
THIS IS THE persistent, steady, 
uninterrupted 
pressure 
th rough 
world opinion to conv ince peoples 
beh ind th e iron curtain th at th eir 
safety and th eir liberty can be best 
assured by following th e doctrines 
of freedom proclaimed by t h e 
West. 
Th e process may take years to 
ach iev e big results. It will req uire 
patience. Th ere is no plan to pre­ 
cipitate a climax now. Th e Unit­ 
ed States h as merely announced 
th at it will not accept th e “status 
q uo.” Th is does not mean it must 
bow to its enemies and strike a 
bargain. Th ere is no more sense in 
our gov ernment bargaining with 
th e gangsters of th e East th an 
th ere would h av e been for th e 
sponsors of decent gov ernment m 
Ch icago to accept a “modus v iv en- 
di” for rule h r th e Capone gang 
in one section of th e city. Moral 
force means sticking to moral prin­ 
ciples and h olding out for th e only 
kind of agreement th at ev er will 
be worth wh ile — an agreement 
with a free gov ernment represent­ 
ing a people free to ch oose its own 
gov ernment with out coercion of 
any kind, 


THE PEOPLES of th e satellite 
states know now th at America h as 
not abandoned th em, th at self-lib­ 
eration is still regarded as a goal 
th ey can strike for. 
As long as 
America doesn’t discourage th e 
peoples beh ind th e iron curtain or 
let th em th ink th ey are to be for­ 
saken, th e influence of moral force 
will continue to permeate th e en­ 
tire area dominated by th e Sov iets 
until th e dictatorsh ip collapses 
from with in by reason of th e up­ 
ward pressure of th e people th em­ 
selv es. 
Th at’s th e real alternativ e to a 
world war. Th at’s wh y th e “cold 
war,” in wh ich Russia is spending 
billions in propaganda, can’t be 
permitted to be lost by default 
in a wav e of confused optimism, 
wish ful th inking, and crav en will­ 
ingness to make deals with gang­ 
sters regimes.

IT SOUNDS LIKE a round-about 
way of saying th at Mike Cowles 
and JoeBarnes, or one of th em, 
did most of th e putting down on 
paper.

“I believ e th at if Americans were 
forced to liv e h ereafter face to 
face with an empire of such di­ 
mensions, our way of life would 
be little better th an an armed 
camp, and our Vaunted freedom 
would be little more th an a fond 
h ope. We sh ould liv e in continual 
alarm, in endless wr .under crush ­ 
ing armaments wh ich it would be 
our constant endeav or to increase 
Neith er 
peace 
nor prosperity, 
neith er freedom nor justice, could 
flourish in such a struggle f o r 
existence. . .” 


WILLKIE*S REFERENCE was 
to Japan’s conq uests in Asia. He 
was proph esying as to wh at would 
h appen to th e United States in a 
contest with th e empire th at Japan 


in Asia. Th ose con- 
been liq uidated by 
was carv ing 
q uests h av e 
war. 
Wh at Japan tried to do and fail­ 
ed, Sov iet Russia h as th us far suc- 
ceded in doing. Th e proph ecy h olds 
today despite Japan’s failure; it 
h olds because Russia h as suc­ 
ceeded. 
We are liv ing in a curious era 
and to understand it we h av e to 
rev ise much th at we h ad believ ed 
we knew. Maybe it is dull work 
restudying h istory and geograph y 
and th e struggle of ideas. 
Maybe it is more interesting to 
read about such men as Sh erman 
Adams and Estes Kefauv ar. But 
th ey do not affect our liv es or th e 
liv es of our ch ildren as v itally as 
th e v ast and almost unfath omable 
h istoric ch anges wh ich are passing 
before our eyes and wh ich are so 
swift th at often we are unable to 
see th em. 


MARSHAL FOCH. m lectures 
giv en in 1917, foresaw wh at th e 
world faced wh en h e said: 
“Turly a new era h ad begun, 
th at of national wars wh ich were 
to absorb into th e struggle all th e 
were to be aimed no tat dynastic 
interests, not at th e conq uest or 
possession of a prov ince, but at 
th e defense or spread of ph ilo­ 
soph ic ideas first, of principles of 
independence, 
unity, immaterial 
adv antages of v arious kinds after­ 
wards. 


“Th ey were destined to bring out 
th e interest and faculties of each 
soldier, to take adv antage of senti­ 
ments and passions nev er before 
recognized 
as 
e l e m e n t s of 
strength . . •” 
Unfortunately in th e pleth ora o f 
small matters, so fully reported in 
th e multitude of media, we tend 
to miss th e really big story of our 
age wh ich is th at ideas rath er th an 
countries are wh at we are figh ting 
ov er.

IDEAS ARE OFTEN v ery dull 
and tiresome in th eir statement, 
Marilyn Monroe is more romantic 
and colorful th an th e fact th at at 
th e end of th e Th irty Years’ War, 
toe German Empire consisted of 
900 sov ereignties. You 
say, “So 
wh at?” 
Well, between 1648 and 1915, th is 
number was reduced to 36. At th e 
end of th e Napoleonic Wars, only 
eigh t European countries h eld first 
rank; at th e end of World War 
II, only fiv e nations in th e wh ole 
world h eld first rank officially and 
only th ree realistically. 
Today, only two countries, t h e 
United States and Sov iet Russia, 
are first-rate powers from a mili­ 
tary standpoint and th ey are in a 
position to destroy each oth er. 
Th ere is indeed a mov ement 
toward “One World”—but wh at h as 
th at mov ement done to us, th e peo­ 
ple

In California, wh ich h as always 
seen Ch ina and Japan from an 
angle q uite unlike th at v isible Uf 
th e British , th e prestige of Know­ 
land is v ery h igh . 
In 1952 h is 
majority ov er h is opponent in th e 
primary wh ich decided th e elec­ 
tion was, as I rememberr some­ 
th ing like 1,600,000. Th at is, as far 
as I h av e been able to learn, th e 
largest v ote of confidence ev er giv ­ 
en in th e United States for a can­ 
didate for any office, excepting th e 
presidency and rice presidency. 
Californians « are proud of th eir

wh ich includes toe v ice president; 
th e ch ief justice; Knowland; Th om­ 
as Kuch el, th e junior senator; and 
an able and agressiv e group of 
congressmen.

- NEW YORK UR — How can 
America most help Japan to be­ 
come prosperous and build up^ her 
armed forces to protect herself? 
This is a major diplomatic prob­ 
lem today which Foreign Minister 
M a morn Shigemitsu and his beau­ 
tiful daughter are trying to solve 
during a visit here. 
Shigemitsu, one of the friendliest 
faces the Japanese Empire has 
turned toward the United States 
in a time when it has felt friend­ 
ship was important, had a leg 
blown off in Shanghai during the 
Japanese effort to pacify the Chi­ 
nese. 
Shigemitsu, convicted as a war 
criminal, is now again his nation s 
most popular political salesman in 
America. 
Our situations do change. Ten 
years ago today, I wrote the fol­ 
lowing dispatch from the deck of 
the battleship Missouri: 
"There were four tingling mo­ 
ments of high drama in the 18 
minute ceremony « hiring which Ja 
pan bound herself to lay down her 
arms unconditionally and bow to 
the dictates of the Allies. 
‘The setting was perfect—on the 
captain’s promenade of this battle­ 
ship, nicknamed ‘Mighty Mo.’ Al­ 
lied ships ringed the Missouri in 
concentre circles of power. Out­ 
lined against the murky sky were 
dark green hills of a nation being 
occupied for the first time in its 
turbulent history. 
“The first moment of drama 
came when Gen. MacArthur walked 
up 
the 
gangplank 
and moved 
across the deck with a stride lithe 
for a man of his years. You could 
feel the intensity cdf this man stimu­ 
late the crowd like a current of 
electricity. 
It 
was 
MacArthur’s 
hour of a lifetime, 
and he had 
prepared for it by almost half a 
certury of military service- 
“The next moment of emotional 
impact was the arrival of the Ja­ 
panese delegation—four in civilian 
dress, seven wearing navy or army 
uniforms. They 
stood 
awaiting 
MacArthur’s pleasure like stone 
gargoyles. 
“Their stolid features showed 
neither guilt nor regret, pain nor 
resentment — only an abiding, 
watchful, animal-like patience. You 
felt that only time would reveal 
what the patience stood for. 
“ ‘How did those little men ever 
think they could get away with it?* 
one white-uniformed sailor whis- 
ered. 
“The third highlight came when 
MacArthur began signing the sur­ 
render documents. He turned to 
Gen. Wainwright with 
a 
warm 
smile and handed him the first of 
the six pens he used- 
Then he 
looked deliberately, steadily and 
coldly at the Japanese before go­ 
ing on with the signing. That ges­ 
ture was for Bataan, for Corregi- 
dor — and the Japanese caught 
its significance fully. 
“Silence fell over the spectators 
ss the two Japanese signatories 
put their names to the documents. 
They signed with Oriental slowness. 
Doffing his black silk topper, For­ 
eign Minister Mamoru Shigemitsu 
sat with his wooden leg stiffly ex­ 
tended before him. The diplomat 
missed the inkwell with the first 
thrust of his pen. Then he labor­ 
iously scrawled his name on both 
documents — a copy for the Allies, 
one for Japan. 
*The right hand of Gen. Ho^ujiro 
Umezo, Japanese army chief of 
6 taff, shook slightly as he added 
his signature. Noting the rainbow 
row of ribbons on his dress uni­ 
form, an American spectator wise­ 
cracked: ‘Whipped everybody but 
the United States.* 
“The Allied signatories signed 
cruickly, one after the other. 
•* 'Let us pray,* ** said MacAr­ 
thur, “ ‘that the peace be now re­ 
stored to the world and that God, 
will preserve it always. These pro- j 
ceedings are closed-* 
‘The worldwide blood bah at 
last was at an end. 
“Then came the spine-tingling 
climax. Forty-six gneat-winged su­ 
perfortresses swept over the fleet 
like high graceful birds. And be­
